About Dr. DMppu,

The beautiful hall of the Assembly Ballding —
very near akin Ino rlehness of decoratlon aud o
home-like comfort to w large drawing-room.—
was filled Inst gyeming with & highly caltured
and select sandiegen, comprising many of the
loading divines, luwyers, and lterat] of our elty.
The oceaslon was the delivery of the first of the
celebrated Poneyville leatures by our townsman,
Willinm L. Dennls, Esq., and the masterly dis-
feetlon of the quackeries and. lgnorance of the
clngs of impostors represented by Dr. Dipps was
greolod with hearky lanigthter and applause. As
far as our space will allow, we preseut a phono-
graphic report of this brilliant lecture.

Poneyville, like almost every other American
town nud village, bas an interesting local his-
tory. Aboul twenty years sinoe old Squire Wal-
cott, who hud spent his life nod made his money
in the northern part of Vermont, took it into
his head (s=olely on necount of his sons, ns he
alleged), to move further south and west, In
asccordunce with this parpose, he sold his two
farms, the most of his stock and implements of
labor, and with about $156,000 dollars lo cash he
went forth to seek n new home,

Equire Walcott was a man of extremely well-
bulunced mind, If he had n weakness—I don't
assert that he had—It was for Canadian ponles,
as = tough, obedient, easily-kept working stock,
nnd under this improssion he porposed to make
is jonrney with pony tenms, Every thing
went emoothly—this is n violent figure of speech,
for the roads were fearfully rough—for about a
week. when the off horse of the forward team,
which was drlven by Truman Waleott, the
Bquire’s oldést eon, became at times quite un-
governnble, kicking right and left, backlog,
ghylng, aud finally stopping. The consequence
wag they made o poor day's journey, much
to «the BSquire’s disgust, who ingisted that

change of diet had In some way dis-
turbed  the digestion and temper of
Grizzle, his favorite brute; and the Squire

was probably right, for in forty-eight hours
fl from that time the dlstemper had extended to
the four ponies, who, disagreeing in everything
else, agreed in this, that their journey was
ended, nnd that they would not budge another
inch. Coaxing und cudgeling were unllke un-
availing to change the purposes of the favorite
Canadluns, and the Squire had to pitch his teut
for the night junst where he stood.

The next morning he learned that he was in
{he immediate nelghborhood of a good waler-
power: that there was neither saw nor grist mill
within fiftcen miles of him; that the lond was
well wooded, while the zoll was rich and offered

And Just na strolght as Indian arrow,

The Doctor's fortune was made; orders for his |
medicines came from all quarters. On the st
of January, 1848, the Poneyville Eagle contained
the following anpouncement:—‘Dr. Dipps can
be consulted by patlents ot his office betweoen
the houre of 8 and 4 o'clock A. M. only, his pro-
fesslonal engagement2 entirely filling the re-
maining buslness hours of the day. Iu 1863
Dipps bad, including ten clerks, over one hun-
dred persons in his employment, and he returned
o taxable income of over $83,000—and that 1s
more than Is averaged at Harrisburg, When |
add that Dipps 2 o large man, loosely put to-
gether, with o broad, doughy face, a dull Inex-
pressive oye, flabby cheeks, and an lmmense
yellow nose that requires mueh more attention
than it recelves; that his only child iz o long,
Innk, gawky daughter, rude and rongh, aod that
his wite is ;u.ol. as keon and Just as coario as
when shie was Spencer’s maid of all work, I have
sald all is necessary for me to say for you to be-
come acquainted with Dr, Dipps, his family, and
his estate.

Into the first families of the nelghborhood, or
as many of them as sulted his convenience,
Dipps hnd determined to make his way, and he
had no more doubt of his success than he had
of his purpoge to make the aptempt, He at
once entered npon the project, and it may inte-
regt you to notice the several stops taken by the
Doetor to secure this cund. First, he changed
entirely his style of dress, He was not very
spnet, but he was discerning coough to know
that in many circles

Instend of the short jackel In which the Doc-
tor had been accustomed to wttire himself, he
startled the villagers by appearing in o dress
coat, velvet collar, and with brass buttons, An
immense snufi-colored wlg adorned his hereto-
fore bald pate; much to the grief of hils Inundry
maid, he changed his linen twice o weok: he
crowded his thick No. 10 feet into patent leather
boots, purchased a massive finger-ring, sported
o gold eye-glass, split straw colored gloves in-
numerable, wore § crimson vest, a diamond

at reagonnlile rates; g, on that day, he purchased
400 acres of ground, with good water privilege,
gelected o site for his log house, and whether in
compliment or condemnation of his ponles, I

heart and pin, and n seven dollar hat, a8 unllke
the old felt hat he had worn as a splendid gold
chronometer is unlike an old-fushioned hulls'-eye
watch., He ordered cards for Mrs, Dippe, Clo-
rinda, and Limself, and purchased a magnificent

know not. named the place Poneyville, It is
now a village of some four thousand inhabi-
tants, with half-a-dozen mills of different kinds,
an neademy, fine churches, two banks, two
newspapers, half-a-dozen taverns, an immense
fannery, and the largest distilllery in the State.

Having had oceasion within the last five or slix
years to spend, at different times, several weeks
at Poneyville, examining certain land titles in
which a client of mive was interested, I made
e acquaintance of a number of its cltizens,
many of whom have very remarkable histories—
go remarkable that I feel authorized, especially
gince Abbott has succeeded so well In touch-
ing up and beautlfying the charncters of the two
Napoleons—in undertaking o few life skelches
b of some of the Poneyville worthies. This even-
fg I luvite you to call with me upon Dr. Dipps
=Dr. Dipp=, of Poneyville,

Zedekinh Dipps was carly apprenticed to a
Mel butcher, but having been mercilessly gored
Iy o bullock he was about to slaughter, he aban~
doned the ealling In disgust nod commenced
work in his uncle's taunery. An unlucky plunge
fnto one of the deepest vats took Zed nearly two
years to recover his color and composure, An
experimental visit te John Scraps, the tallow-
thandler, led to his opening n candle factory of
his own. The great advance in the price o
fallow in 1861 snuffed him out, and he made o
filure: but to this day the doctor declares he
loved the business, and felt for each of his wicked
fallow dips almost o fatherly affection.

In the autumn of 1861-2, Dipps was the poorest
man in Poneyville, and he probably would have
remalned -0 had he not made Dr. Spencer's
thambermaid his wife. While suffering the pains
and penalfes of poverty, Mrs. D}p ¢ reminded
hier hushand of the great success of Dr. Spencer—
Bpencer was originally in the spruce beor busi-
ness—and w him to become a doetor and
bless the world with his learning and tinctures.
The mere suggestion opened the gates of an
eurthly paradise to the hitherto Ixafoggud and
belittled Dipps, and In less than an hour the
entire plan of operations was arranged. Dipps
was to cnter cer's office as a student of
medicine, and was, to remain there nominally
thirty days, during which time he was to estab-
lish agencies for forthcoming nostrums, pre-
pare handbills announcing his astonishing dis-
coveries, und prepare the way for the certilicates
that be needed to give his modicines o jog.
Dipps' alsence from Poueyville awakened no
surprise: not so his return. Bome sald his sign,

roperly construed, meant Dipps, debtor; others
rha% it slgnified 'blppl drunk, and a few ox-
rmdlthe plous Lope that It mesut Dipps

be first day Dr, Dipps had several unex-

tod enlls; the next day he spent in what he
called his laboratory, whizh was his wash-room
and cellar. On the thirg day there appesced in
the Pouevville Eagle and Jingletown Olipper
sdvertisements & column long, headed;—

“Will wonders never cense? Another miracle,
Lot the sick and suffering remd, recover, and re-
joice. Dr. Dipps' Cyclops Bitters, the product
of years of painful experiment, given to the
publiec. These bitters cure asthma, ucld[‘z,
atrophy, npoplexy, billousness, boils, bronchitls,
bunlons, cataract, contortions, cramps, con-
sumptlon, dropey, drowsiness, denfness, dyspep-
gla, diptheria, eryeéipelns, fever, fuluiness, fits,
gout, hysterin, bydrophobia, ltching, jaundice,
liver complaiut, measles, mumps, neurnlgla,
ohesity, pneumonia, plearisy, precoelty, qulusy,
vheumaties, rickets, red eyes, roaring, strabis-
mus, stranguiation, stuttering. toothache, tuber-
cles, tic doloreux, and many otheér complajuts.”

On the following week gaudily-colered hand-
bills were displayed by the roadslde and In the
yrinelpnl storee of Lhe connty; and in less than
month from the time BDipps put out his shingle
&1 three rooners—Spouge, Falrspeech, and
Yammy—had established more than one hu-

dred ngencles In the State. Week alter week
the Poneyville Eagle nud the Jingletown Clipper
were filled with the most disgusting flattery of
Dipps and his medicines; cures more and more
astonnding were announced aud sworn Lo, ay,
slibbornly swern to.

John Zone swore that o corn as big as a wal-
nut, frow which he bad suffered for years, had
been removed without pailn upon a slugle appli-
citlon of Dr. Dipps’ corn-erncking linlment.

Tablthn Teek swore that her left side, ever
sluce she was twelve years old, had been as full
of stitehies ns an old-fashioned sampler, and that
dne bottle of Drnll)‘:gpa side-windsr had pulied
e all out. and o hor side all right.

Timothy Tiekler swore he was g0 full of sal
theum that hie had po room. for more, and be

ad made up hi¥ ‘nd‘x_ go down to the grave

equipage, with its coat of arms a _fambean, and
its driver an immense Sambo,

Secondly. He changed entirely the internal
ceonomy of the house and household, [Hereto-
fore it bad been a very demoecratic establish-
ment. They had breakfusted at five, dined nt
twelve, and taken supper, as they called i, at
£lx o'clock in the afterncon, They had employed
but one servant, and she was maid of all work.
Mrs. Dipps and Clorinda  bad participated
largely in domestic labor. They had been ne-
customed to dress up—that is their term, not
mine—only on extraordinary oceasions. As fer
Dipps, be had habitually taken home his meats
and groceries, and had harnessed his own horse
and greased his own boots. They had owned o
{)inm‘.-— everybody owns n piano now-a-days—an
nstrument that the doctor had taken In ex-
change for his cordwainer’s pills. But the in-
strument had never been put to any aristocratic
uses, unless thumplng it, as one prize-fighter
thumps another, is such o nse.

Now everything was changed. Breakfast at
9, lunch at 1, dinner at 5, tea nt 8. The tables
were lald with cost and care. Servants had been
multiplied until the house looked like an Intelli-
gence oflice; servants from all countries and cli-
mates; servants with every hue of conntennnce
and consclence. There was an Italian muosle-
master, a Bcoteh gardener, a French dancing-
master, an English cook, o German wine-taster,
a Yankee butler, an Irlsh hostler, and o Prussian
baker.

Mre, Dipps and Clarinda gave thelr calicoes
to the Mute Society, and swept the streets with
moire antique and cashmeres. Certain hours of
the day were set apart for specific duties and
pleasures, Calls made and received from 12 to 2;

romenade at 8; dinner tollette at 4; cards at 9;
air in impers at 11; spring mattresses at 12,

Thirdly. The Doctor had determined to be-
come n member of the Btate Medical Soclety.
This was no small undertaking, but he thought
he saw his way through. By the congpiracy of
his clerk, he was subjected to a mock examina-
tion by three medical students, and the ludi-
crous blunders Ecrgclmwd by the i;fnoruut dupe
formed one of the liveliest parts of the lecture.
Therenpon Dipps and his Iamily speedily re-
lapged Into fhelr original barbarlsm, and are
now as free from pergonal ambition as they are
from self-respect and decency.

The history of Dr. Dipps is8 far from being a
fanelful one. The substantial orlginal can be
found in scores of towns and cities both in
Europe and America. Quackery hasa yenerable
history. Inever read the tonching nceount in
the gospels of the woman who spent all her
living In vain attempts to subdue a dreadful
disense, without the conviction thut she spent
her money upon quack doctors. I think this
fuferenve irreslstible, for her disease was posi-
tively incurable by human means; and no in-
telligent physiclan of any age would promise
such an lmpossible restoration to health; that
!\vnuld be the work of montebanks and chor-

nlan,

In our days empiriciam 18 In the nscendant.
It not only bullds maguificent palaces, but it
chullenges universal attention. It not only ad-
vertises itself In every place, secular and sacred,
but ita high sounding clreulars and gaudy hand-
bills meet us everywhere, This has beéen the
cige for years; and now It has added peripatetic
advertisers in the shape of burly negroes, or
more degraded white men, who bear above them
immense banners or tronsparencies, setting forth
the excellence of this oo that nostrum. »

Quacks, medical quacks, outnumber any other
of the dangerous classes thal infest aoclety. And
these manufacturers of quack medicines are the
only persouns in the world who habltually tritle
with and impose upon that noble principle of
our nature that leads us to seek with Argus eye,
and to selze wilth eager hapds, no matter wl’mt

the cokt, the balsam that promises to gave the
life of a dylng friend. And what stamps these
mirerable men ns worse than all thelr peers in

upon this noble, God-like prineiple of our aature
by oddreseing themsolves especially to the
nfliieted, snd thrustivg thalr advertisements
under the auxious, weeping eyes in such a garb
as Lo attract the attention snd mock the love
that, at any sacrifice, would keep back the grim
destroyer. Iean imogine no fraud half so bad
a8 this. I say this not unmindfal of the fact
thut there are some preparations kKnown ns lu\—
tent medicines that probably deserve a high
reputation; but these preparations wre but an
inimitesimal fraction of the uvpumberced thou-
sands of nostrums that deluge the world, Aud,
beeldes, these fow valuable preparations were
prepared and sent out by regularly educated
physleinns, and not by defunct talors and tallow
chandlers, erippled ksmiths ond bulers.
Now for u few parting words, If there ave
physicians present, allow me (o remind you,
gontlemon,
tent, perhops to o great extent, rosponsible for
e evil 1 bave noticed, Ieis next to lmpossible
for & well-educated, careful, cons¢lentious phy-
slclan, 1o provoke op oncourage qtuwlm'{. Hia
professional llle, wkon s o whole, whl com
mand respect, and will add to his own and hi
professional brethren's digniwy, Bul It [s Ia

frand apd villainy, is that they purposely impose |

It f#so o
every profession; the lmputations that follow
them result from the conduct of the unlnformed
quack. Now, gentlomen, I beg to assure vou
that the most direet and speedy wiuy to nbate
this nuisance we have been considering, is to
endorse ng physicians only the men who have
the requisite Jearning and integrity to take
charge of the highest nnd best human Interests
of thobr fellow-men. Let the role be to pradaate
only intelligent and responsible mon, and the
allly gosslp nbout the ignorance of the medieal
pn.l’cﬂg]un will soon die oul, and with it there
will be & hoealthy abatement of the wmania for
qunck meodielnes.
And now, ladies and gentleman, a sinele sons
tence with you. When you reach home make
an hemest search in closet, and cupboard, and
cellar for the vials, and bottles, and boxes that
were once the receptacles of the vile stuff com-
ounded by vile qnacks, Bring all these graven
Imn;:w to the light: place them on the tatile
before you: ealenlate the cost of the syrups, snd
elixirs, and bitters, and alteratives, and pills you
have consumed, and all the pitehy plasters that
have defiled you: and in the presence of these,
yvour accusers—first thanking God {hat yon are
alive after o long and so frequently tempting
Providence—record and keep the following
vows:—Flrst. Never to lmagine yourselfl il
when you are actnally well.  Second. When you
are really in need of medical advice, secure the
best and most conscientions than can be ol
talned. Third. Take Dr. Dipps, his decoctions,
and his celebrity,as a falr samiple of all the quack
dooctors and their medicines, nod their means of
thrusting them upon publie attention.
